Allowable Subject Matter 


Claims 1-38 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant has filed a declaration under 37 C.F.R 1 .131 to overcome the rejection 
mailed on April 12, 2001 . After conducting an updated search examiner finds that none 
of the prior arts alone or combination discloses the laser peening system. 
Regarding claims 1-18. 

None of the prior arts discloses the method for laser peening of independent 
claiml in particular the steps of generating a single transverse pulse and sharpening the 
pulse. 

Regarding claims 19-38. 

None of the prior arts discloses the structural combination for laser peening of 
independent claiml 9 in particular the limitation of having a single transverse pulse and 
a pulse sharpening device.
